The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Patent 
No. 169,383 to Starr, U.S. Patent No. 470,668 to Fisher, U.S. Patent No. 490,541 to 
Case, US. Patent No. 5,035,464 to Spallholtz, U.S. Patent No. 6,663,055-82 to Boucher 
et al. teach rests having a riser and a housing with inner and outer balls mounted for 
universal movement relative to one another wherein the inner ball has a first securing 
arrangement and the outer ball has a second securing arrangement. However, the prior 
art alone or in combination fails to teach a first securing arrangement of the inner ball 
releasably secured to the riser via the outer ball clamping around the inner ball.
